I am reminded that CAD means Computer Aided Design, CADD is Computer Aided 
Design and Drafting.( or Drafting and Design...?! 


If one merely wishes to "draft some B.A. design to paper" there is a myriad 
of software that will meet this need. 


If one wishes to not only "draft" but IMPORT from other sources using 
NEUTRAL FORMAT, ox EXPORT to other peoples system who's CAD/CADD "ENGINES" 
might be different ( as passing files around a broadbase community of 
B.A'ers ) then many low cost packages do not adequately meet this need.

My vote goes to VISIO Technical, v4.0 or later. (The current version 
is VISIO 2000.) With VISIO Technical, you can quickly create any 2D 
drawings such as schematics, front panel layouts, floor plans, garden 
layouts, etc. It has a fast and painless learning curve, too. 


The reasonably priced program comes with an extensive set of 
"stencils" covering many disciplines, among them are Electrical and 
Electronic Engineering. The EE stencil set also includes vacuum 
tubes. (Woo-hoo!!!!) Tube options include directly or indirectly 
heated cathode symbols. 


Some advantages: 

-You can easily create new objects, just in case your document 
includes Compactrons! 

-The drawings are vector graphics. This means you can stretch or 
resize your document without it becoming pixelized. 


If you're interested in seeing what VISIO schematics look like, go to 
my web site and find the page for my 40m homebrew transmitter. (All 
ten VISIO schematics are contained in one Adobe PDF file of about 
200K.) FWIW, the front panels of every piece of homebrew gear on my 
site were designed using VISIO.

Ronnie and the gang, 


I highly recommend a software CAD program called CirCad, which I've 
recently learned to use. It is a windows-based program that enables the 
user to draw professional-grade circuit diagrams on a computer and, if 
desired, lay out a printed circuit board based on the schematic diagram. 


For boatanchors, one would obviously not use the circuit board feature. 
I've used several CAD programs, and think this one is the best. It is 
definitely a big step up from some of the shareware programs, but not as 
complicated and insurmountable as Protel or some of the other professional 
CAD programs. 


Here's CirCad's best feature: You can download a free demo program! The 
demo program has all the features you'll ever need for drawing schematics. 
The demo will not allow you to send board layout files (known as Gerber 
files) to a fabrication facility for manufacturing boards, but it will 
allow you to do almost everything else. That shortcoming isn't a problem 
for boatanchor devotees, obviously, or for people who want to make their 
own printed circuit boards. 


The full CirCad program normally sells for $995. Through a special 
arrangement, licensed hams can buy the full program for $250, which is a 
great buy if you want to design PCBs and have them manufactured elsewhere. 
Also, there is an email reflector run mostly by hams who will be happy to 
answer questions about using the program. If you buy the program, a DOS 
version is included along with the Windows version. The demo program is 
windows 95 or 98 only. Remember: the demo program is FREE! 


As supplied by the company, the component library is pretty skimpy. 
However, users have designed their own libraries which have every component 
imaginable. For instance, I created a library that has the standard ARRL 
symbols on it, including different vacuum tubes. All of these libraries are 
free for the asking. 


There is no manual for CirCad. There is an on-line help feature and 
tutorial, however, which is very helpful. Some practice and experimentation 
will be needed if you want to become fluent in all of CirCad's features. 


You get the program by downloading it from the website: WwWwW.HOLOPHASE.COM 
The folks at the company are very helpful and nice, and very appreciative 
of ham interest and support.
